DALLAS (AP)—Seven pris- 


oners s t a g e d a spectacular 
break from the Dallas County 
Jail Friday and terrorized a 
former strip-tease dancer who

cried 19-yeaar-old Karen Lynn 
(Little Lynn) Bennett, as she 
saw an escapee brandishing 
what looked like a pistol. 


Little Lynn, who worked for

Four men were recaptured 
portly after the break about 
3:80 p.m. The other three still 
were at large today. 


The escape wrought shouting 


confusion in the hallway outside 
the courtroom where Ruby was 
on trial, but the session was not 
interrupted. Few inside were 
aware of the melee.

ing .distributed to prisoners and 
iiiemanded to be taken to the 
second floor. 


There they took the keys from 


the jailer operating the eleva- 
tor and poured into the hallway 
that runs from 40 or 50 feet to 
the door of Judge Joe B. 
Brown's court, where Ruby is 
being tried for the murder of 
Lee Harvey Oswald, accused 
assassin of President Kennedy. 
.Two jailbreakers 
ran into 


Trobate Court. One—Johnny R. 
Jenkins, 31—was captured by 
Burnell Hall and H.H. McKaye, 
administrative assistants to the 
probate judge. 


The other man—who wielded 


a realistic pistol fashioned from 
soap, cardboard and a pencil 
and painted black with shoe 
pqlisy — went into Probate 
Cpurt. He shoved a pistol in 
'j£he .back of Mrs. Thornton, 
about 60, widow of a former 
district judge, and demanded: 
"Show me the way to get out 
of this place." 


Mrs. Thornton said he told 


her he would not harm her if 
she showed him the way. "I 
said, 'Let's go,' " she related.

Greek Nation 
Mourns Death 
of King Paul

ATHENS (AP) - Greece la- 


mented today the death of King 
Paul I, but confidence in the na- 
tion's future tempered grief as 
his 23-year-old son, Constantino, 
ascended the throne of the Hel- 
lenes. 


He became the world's young- 


est reigning monarch at an 
hour of national crisis over the 
dispute between the Greek and 
Turkish communities on Cy- 
prus. 


King Paul, 62 and in the 17th 


year of his reign, died Friday 
of a series of complications 
arising after surgery for a 
stomach ulcer Feb. 21. 


Women wept in the streets as 


church bells tolled and a lone 
cannon atop 
Lycabetus 
Hill 


boomed an hourly salute to the 
dead ruler. 


Expressions of regret poured 


in from world leaders, includ- 
ing President Johnson and U.N. 
Secretary-General U Thant. 


King Constantine—a 6rfoot-3 


sportsman already beloved by 
his people as "Tino"—has spent 
years being groomed for the 
throne. 


Constantine took the oath of 


service to the Greek people in 
a solemn candlelight ceremony 
in the Athens Palace Friday 
night and his first broadcast to 
his people was a message from 
the death chamber of his father: 


"This morning I conveyed to 


my father the feeling of the 
Greek people who were pray- 
ing for him and my father said: 
'I thank them and say goodby 
to them' "

FBI issued a preliminary re- 
port Thursday showing 16 South- 
ern states consistent leaders in 
commission of murders. 


The states missed by only a 


percentage point the lead in the 
increase of all types of crimes 
in 1963, the report said. 


The report showed that the 


South, with 31 per cent of the 
nation's population, had 45 per 
cent of all murders. 


The average number of mur- 


ders per 10,000 population for 
the nation was 4.5. 


Arkansas' average was 7.9, 


Louisiana's 6.8, Oklahoma's 5.1, 
Texas 7.2, Missouri 5.5, Tennes- 
see 6.1 and Mississippi 7.3.

King, former Teamsters presi 
dent in Nashville; Larry Camp 
bell, Teamsters business agent 
in Detroit; and his uncle, Thom- 
as E. Parks of Nashville. Each 
faces a maximum of 5 years in 
prison and fines of $5,000. 


All those convicted are free 


under bond, and all plan to ap- 
peal. In addition their lawyers 
have promised to file for new 
trials Monday. The deadline for 
this is Tuesday.
